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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3-8, and 31 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the essential 
difference from the prior art is the browse restriction applying unit that inquires whether browse 
restriction is applied or not based upon the detected predetermined information and acquires 
browse restriction information which is a result of the inquiries, and executes a process for 
applying browse restriction to the digital image in which the predetermined information is 
embedded according to the browse restriction information acquired; wherein the browse 
restriction applying unit determines a quantity of a process for applying browse restriction 
according to encryption intensity defined in the browse restriction information. These features in 
combination with the other elements of the claim and the base claim are not disclosed or 
suggested by the prior art of record.
